EDITORIAL. 


The Library Association Examiners.—The success of any 
member of the Association is shared by the members generally, 
and this is particularly true in the case of the Hon. Secretary, 
Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers, who has recently been appointed 
an Examiner of the Library Association. Mr. Sayers has won 
this distinction by sheer ability and devotion to the cause of 
librarianship. While we congratulate him on the signal honour 
he has achieved, we are happy to record how sensible we are 
of the deep honour which has been paid to our Association. 


The Library Association.—W ith the end of 1914 the Charter 
of the Library Association provides that the Fellowship shall 
be given only to librarians who have held office before that date, 
or to holders of the Diploma; and that membership shall be 
given only to candidates who are 25 years of age and who have 
had not less than six years’ experience before the closing date, 
or who hold four certificates and have had three years’ ex- 
perience. After December 31st would-be members of the Asso- 
ciation can only become Associates, if they are over 25, or 
Student Members if they are under that age, unless they go 
through the examinations. We draw special attention to this 
in the interests of assistants who intend to become members at 
some time or other, but who have overlooked the time-limit 
imposed by the Library Association Charter. 


Staff Hours.—From time to time we have had evidence of 
the useful influence of the ‘‘ Special Report on Hours, Salaries, 
etc.,’’? issued in 1911. Applications for copies of the Report are 
still being received, showing that interest in the movement for 
better conditions is not dormant. From the Aberdeen Gazette 
we learn that the staff of the Aberdeen Public Library is at 
present moving for more favourable working hours and a better 
arrangement of holidays. Our best wishes go with our col- 
leagues in the North. The Association is by no means 
represented there as it should be, and we wonder how long 
assistants will remain apathetic to the claims of the L.A.A. 
Amongst other things we are trying to get authorities to 
recognize the right of assistants to a fair time-sheet, and we 
are firmly convinced that the addition of a few days to an annual 
holiday, or an occasional day’s holiday each month, will never 
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compensate for a scheme which compels an assistant to work 
early and late, without any opportunity for recreation or study. 


Business and Pleasure.—Not the least important feature of 
our Association is its characteristic way of making much pleasure 
out of its meetings. The visit to Kingston was an example of this, 
in that a gathering of a delightful kind preceded the evening 
meeting. The Easter Schools are a cardinal example. Now we 
have the Annual Meeting, which will have something of the 
nature of a picnic party in (we hope) a comfortable Midland 
Railway saloon to Leeds; and then the Whitsunday in Leeds 
should be most attractive. Those who imagine that Leeds is 
a black city may have a grain of reason in their view, but Leeds 
has one of the loveliest parks in England, has a beautiful ruin 
in Kirkstall Abbey, and is itself one of the most interesting 
towns in Great Britain. Surely these things should make the 
Nineteenth Annual Meeting a memorable one. 


Our Library.—A glance at the Annual Report will convince 
our readers that the Library is doing excellent work, and has 
increased its usefulness under the present Hon. Librarian, Miss 
Olive E. Clarke. With the Examination week still fresh in our 
minds, it is perhaps not one of the happiest suggestions that 
prospective candidates for next year should start upon a course 
of reading now! In the few months immediately preceding the 
Examinations, some members have hitherto found it difficult to 
secure certain books, because of the great demand. For the 
next few months interest in text-books will be practically mil, 
and this offers the opportunity for the more zealous student to 
pursue quietly a course of reading, while it is possible to secure 
the books he wants. It is hoped to publish in the Journal all 
additions to the Library as they are made from time to time.

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IMPRESSIONS OF THE FOURTH EASTER SCHOOL. 
(Continued.) 
By Harry GRINnDLE, Birmingham Public Libraries. 


“* Here we are again, 
Here we are, here we are, 
Here we are again!”’ 
Song of the Easter School. 


A day important in the history of the Association broke 
heavily in clouds. Members of the School awoke to the dis- 
illusionment of a wet morning in London. Early had been 
astir a select party of hardy pioneers who had acquired merit 
by invading the flower market at Covent Garden. Like orders 
of chivalry, the trophies of this enterprise, roses, lilies-of-the- 
valley, and other emblems, adorned their proud breasts. 
It was only later, towards the hour of breakfast, that less 
energetic members stepped from their rooms, braced, however, 
by the knowledge that a big day was before them. No spectral 
time-book floating before haggard eyes, breakfast became a 
meal of dignity and consequence. Dishes of bacon and eggs 
followed porridge and fish, simple fare which was supplemented 
by stewed fruit, and afterwards concreted by layers of buttered 
toast and marmalade. Pipes and cigarettes were then insolently 
flaunted, even in the sacred breakfast room itself. But all eyes 
were intent upon the Honorary Secretary, whose brow, like that 
of the Roman consul, was sad. The defection of the Meteoro- 
logical Department had been a severe blow to his prestige. Calm 
and composed at the very moment of impending disaster, he 
descended to the steps at the hotel front. On either hand stood 
members of the International Committee. His trusty friend, 
the Honorary Treasurer, took up a place behind him. It was 
one of those tense moments which decide the fortunes of war. 
Umbrellas had been unfurled. Rain-coats had appeared as if 
by magic. Gloom and discontent darkened every face. 
A ray of morning sunshine, struggling through heavy banks of 
cloud, fell full upon the upturned face of the Honorary Secretary. 
A cheer broke from the close ranks of the School. The order 
to advance was given. It seemed only a moment before the 
entire troop was clambering up the steps of the Museum. Once 
divested of sticks, umbrellas, cameras, and other lethal weapons, 
members were most courteously received by Mr. George Barwick, 
Keeper of Printed Books, with whom were those distinguished 
scholars, Messrs. Pollard and Wharton, and others of the 
Museum staff, an honour which the School much appreciated. 
Divided into four parties, each under the accomplished guidance 
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of one or other of these famous librarians, members were shown 
all that could possibly be seen within the space of a short visit. 
Books, bindings, manuscripts, the autographs of deathless 
authors were inspected with the greatest interest, objects of 
priceless value succeeding each other with bewildering rapidity. 
After the ingenious contrivance of swinging presses, it was 
perhaps the immense circumference of the famous Reading Room 
which most impressed the visitors. A hasty glance at the beauti- 
ful Students’ Room, not yet finished, brought to an end a visit 
of fascinating interest. The enemy was Time. Already had 
arrived at the entrance the char-a-bancs which were to take 
them on a tour of inspection through the City, the turning point 
being the Tower, the objective the Crown jewels. Many of the 
visitors were seeing London for the first time, seeing it perhaps, 
as Doré did, as granite deeps opening up to granite deeps beyond 
the reach of vision. On a Saturday morning traffic seems to 
have burst its floodgates. The three vehicles containing the 
visitors were caught in a main stream and borne citywards. 
Soon, spreading above and before them, arose the great dome 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral. Heavy clouds of early morning had 
now broken. Bright spring sunshine, reflected from glossy coat 
of horse, from wheel-spoke, from asphalt and white stone, 
sparkled in merry glance. To the right, glimpsed at intervals, 
the river flowed with silver sparkle, holding in the shadow of 
reposeful ships, patient squads of barges. Great waggons, piled 
high with goods, now slackened the speed of the running threads 
of traffic. Light vans manceuvred in the fair-way. Motor 
‘buses rocked as they heaved out of line, and plunged forward. 
Swift taxis sped past these. Above the blackened seam, driven 
through the living rock of buildings, sky-signs twinkled in sun- 
light. Out of dim office windows flared names familiar in every 
home. This was the London of commerce, pavements black 
with hurrying masses of men. Over London Bridge, wedged 
with traffic, passed the visitors, fascinated by the ever-changing 
scene. Beyond lay the Tower, the outward point of the journey, 
that grim structure pregnant with dread interest. While some 
of the party watched the pleasant panorama of the river, others 
adventured into dark cells, inspected arms and armour, and 
paused before the cold glitter of the Crown jewels. The return, 
by way of Cornhill, Fleet Street, and the Strand, gave to the 
City its full spectacular value, and rounded off a journey as 
interesting of its kind as anything the world can show. It was 
the first part of the ‘“‘tour’’ of London. After luncheon at 
headquarters, and after the inevitable rally in the hotel lounge, 
where wit and wisdom seemed to be continually aflow, the 
char-a-bancs returned for a more ambitious progress, the pivot 
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of which was Hyde Park. At the celebrated Temple Courts, 
where once Goldsmith lived, the visitors descended, the roar of 
Holborn being hushed in the leafy stillness of this old-world 
enclosure. Mr. Thorne pointed out the chief objects of interest, 
and recalled that this was where the spectral figure of the 
most celebrated of all librarians still walked, the ingenuous Tom 
Pinch having acquired the court in fee simple. Along Piccadilly 
in the freshness of a sunny spring afternoon, Mr. Jast, and 
others who knew their London, indicated famous haunts of 
Clubland. Then past Hyde Park Corner, on to the broad 
spaciousness of the Mall. Buckingham Palace, resplendent with 
its new front, was inspected in passing. Of that long drive 
through sweet-smelling, leafy London, there cluster impres- 
sions of vast memorials of war and peace; impressions of stately 
houses, of leisured throngs of people, of wealth and luxury, and 
the swift passage of costly auto-cars. Returned to Trafalgar 
Square, members, in twos and threes, detached themselves from 
the main party. Some, with elaborate casualness in quest of 
tea, sauntered into gorgeous restaurants, where, under spread- 
ing palm-leaves, silk discreetly rustled, and alluring perfumes 
mingled with the heavy scent of Turkish cigarettes. 

Again united at headquarters for dinner, the visitors turned 
their thoughts to the evening programme. This was the most 
important item of the session. Throughout the country, library 
assistants will gratefully appreciate the honour conferred upon 
the School by the Library Association. At Westminster, Mr. 
Frank Pacy had received the visitors with the most kindly and 
urbane courtesy. At Fulham, Mr. W. S. C. Rae, assisted by his 
talented staff, had been at great pains to provide for their 
pleasure and instruction. At the British Museum the authorities 
had extended a most cordial welcome. But it was at Caxton 
Hall that the School received the greatest honour. It was here 
that the Honorary Secretary (Mr. L. Stanley Jast)—whose wit 
and scholarship during the entire session were a joy and 
wonder—had arranged for a reception and conversazione, and 
it was here that the visitors—many for the first time—were 
privileged to meet several of the most distinguished librarians of 
modern times. Received by the Chairman, Mr. H. R. Tedder, 
F.S.A., the visitors listened to a delightful address of welcome, 
which concluded with a striking proof of forbearance. ‘‘ Good 
advice,’’ said Mr. Tedder, ‘‘ is like the quality of mercy. It 
is more blessed to give than to receive.’’ Mr. Jast also delivered 
a short speech of welcome. He spoke in the character of 
Echo, his mission in life being to say ‘‘ ditto’’ to Mr. Tedder, 
but to prove that they were not all dumb dogs, he was glad 
Mr. Twentyman was going to address the gathering. One 
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word more he would add. At the Annual Meeting of the Library 
Association in September all assistants would be most gladly 
welcomed. 

Much gratified by their reception, the visitors then settled 
themselves for an enjoyable evening. An excellent programme 
of music had been arranged. Miss Florence Holderness, 
soprano vocalist, was rapturously encored. Mr. Cecil Baumer, 
solo pianist, rendered with expressiveness and perfect technique 
pieces by Chopin and Leschetizki. Mr. Stanton Rees, solo 
violinist, who has genius, was encored again and again. In 
an otherwise perfect evening there was only one disappointment. 
The visitors had dined so well at headquarters that they were 
unable to do anything like justice to the excellent refreshments 
which had been liberally provided. In the intervals of music 
the visitors had great pleasure in making acquaintance with 
many of their London confréres, who had not until then been 
present at the School. But what was most interesting was the 
array of famous members of the Library Association. In addi- 
tion to Mr. Tedder and Mr. Jast one distinguished Mr. J. C. 
Abbott, J.P., from Manchester, Messrs. Barwick, Wharton, 
Pacy, Vlant, Twentyman, Bond, Baker, and = many 
others, an array of celebrites who had _ paid _ the 
school the great compliment, in order to be_ present, 
of remaining in London’ during the Easter _ holi- 
days. With examinations pending, assistants may be pardoned 
for regarding with some awe these Lords of the Blue Pencil, 
these otherwise aloof destroyers. The evening drew to a close 
after the President (Mr. H. T. Coutts), seconded by the Vice- 
President (Mr. Norman Treliving) had returned thanks for the 
kindness and hospitality the School had received. Other speeches 
were delivered by Dr. E. Jaeschke, Director of the State Lib- 
rary, Diisseldorf, Mr. A. de Braconier, Librarian, Colonial 
Institute, Haarlem, Mrs. N. Gravett, ex-State Librarian of 
Colorado, U.S.A., and Mr. Thos. H. Evans, Honorary Secre- 
tary of the Central Irish Branch. These admirable speakers 
all added terms of warmest appreciation of the objects of the 
School, its manifest success, and of the reception it had received 
from the Library Association, so bringing to a conclusion a 
memorable evening. 

Returning to headquarters it was not without a feeling of 
some relief that the day following was to be a day of rest, and 
the traditional quiet contentment of a London Sunday. The 
visitors had travelled far and seen much; there had been an 
unceasing flow of good talk; there was much to be reviewed 
and mentally digested. Even so, it was only after further hours 
of pleasant talk that the last reluctant members finally separated 
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for the night’s well-earned rest, and the sleep of the just and the 
super-just. 

Sunday was a day of brilliant sunshine. After a leisurely 
breakfast and the usual foregathering in the lounge, the visitors 
dispersed in many directions. Some were attracted to the special 
Easter Services at St. Paul’s Cathedral and Westminster 
Abbey. Others were lured as far afield as Richmond. Many 
spent a pleasant morning in the Park, listening to the band at 
Knightsbridge barracks, and observing the parade of the smart 
world. The great attraction in the afternoon was the Tate Gal- 
lery, which seemed on that day to be chiefly filled with members 
of the School. After tea at various hotels, and supper at head- 
quarters, a quiet and enjoyable day came to an end. 

It will be convenient at this point to refer as delicately as 
possible to a very notable feature of the Fourth Easter School. 
Much of its success as a social gathering was due to the pre- 
sence of the ladies, who gave to it that interest and piquancy 
which only attractive women can impart. Meeting continually 
indoors and out of doors, it would be surprising if friendships, 
not necessarily Platonic, did not spring up between charming 
and cultured women on the one side, and gallant cavaliers on 
the other. Without feminine companionship, members might 
indeed have hurled themselves against the iron gates of the 
Museum, or drooped along the Embankment, or wandered 
forlorn and hopeless in the labyrinth of London streets. These 
sad possibilities were not only averted, but the Sunday became 
a day of vivid pleasure. One can only regret that occasions for 
meeting are so few and so far apart, and that future Easter 
Schools may not assemble the same remembered faces. 

** If we should meet again—well, we should smile!”’ 

Almost with the dawn of Monday morning the most 
advanced units of the School began their preparation for advance 
upon Oxford. Breakfast had been ordered for half-past seven, 
but no prizes for punctuality had been offered. In readiness for 
the final exodus in the evening, bags had to be packed and des- 
patched to various railway stations, and it was in this that 
members who had travelled as lightly as possible scored over 
those who were burdened with the pomp and circumstance of 
extensive belongings. Luxury of bath-gowns, and extra suits, 
had now to be translated into terms of taxi-cabs. When these 
anxieties had been disposed of, and breakfast accomplished, 
members looked their sad and longing last upon the classic 
front of the museum, still encircled by the same wheeling flights 
of pigeons. They also glanced with regret into the comfortable 
lounge of the hotel, scene of so much friendly foregathering. 
Still lying upon a table was an advance copy of the President’s 
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book ‘‘ Library Jokes and Jottings,’’ which the force of circum- 
stances had not permitted all the School to devour free of 
charge. This cheerful volume was bound in yellow cloth, almost 
exactly similar to that of a famous directory of the world’s 
press. A large paper edition, ostentatiously paraded by admir- 
ing readers, turned out to be—a Sell. A final backward glance 
at the Thackeray Hotel, where so much had been done to 
ensure not only comfort but luxury, and then, with all speed 
to Paddington, where special carriages had been reserved. On the 
platform the School increased to nearly a hundred, many 
London members having been unable to be present during the 
entire session. The Chairman of the International Committee 
(Mr. W. Benson Thorne) and Mrs. Thorne, whose kindness 
in many ways will always be remembered, were already busy 
distributing rosettes of silk, distinguishing badges which 
members wore with pride. The journey to Oxford, in corridor 
carriages which permitted continual change of company, re- 
sembled an informal at-home where everybody is known to 
everybody else, and ona footing of most cordial friendship. At 
Oxford it was an enthusiastic band that marched behind the 
Honorary Secretary to New College, where the first official act 
was to photograph the party. With that talent for generalship 
which is his peculiar possession, Mr. Sayers then divided his 
forces into two equal parts. Under Mr. Thorne’s conduct, and 
with the experienced help of Mr. J. L. Dougan, B.A., Librarian 
of the Oxford Public Library, one party visited the Bodleian in 
the morning, and the Colleges in the afternoon ;under that of Mr. 
Sayers, the other party reversed the order. Having seen the 
colleges of Oxford with their park-like grounds, their stretches 
of ornamental water, their level lawns, their leafy walks, their 
wide-spreading venerable trees, their deer-parks, and having 
heard their mellow-chiming bells, one can afterwards appreciate 
the love of the Oxford scholar for his old college. 

Gathered together again for lunch at Buol’s excellent restaur- 
ant in the Cornmarket, the meal there was perhaps the most 
successful function of the kind during the session. Exhilarated 
by constant change of scene, by the pleasure of friendly and 
cheerful companionship, by the extreme cordiality with which 
the School had everywhere been received, it was a happy party 
which occupied the long tables of the restaurant. By the time 
coffee and cigars were reached, members had ascended to those 
pleasurable regions of consciousness where existence becomes 
a notable experience. 

For those who had visited the colleges in the morning there 
still remained the attraction of a visit to the Bodleian, and an 
address from the Librarian, Mr. Falconer Madan, who, in the 
silken gown of a Master of Arts, discoursed with learning and 
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sly humour upon things dear to the hearts of all librarians. 
After outlining the history of the famous library, in point of 
size among the first eight in the entire world, Mr. Madan dwelt 
upon the epoch marking discovery that books could be arranged 
irrespective of particular shelves. This discovery showed the 
enormous advance which, in the course of two hundred and 
fifty years, the human mind had achieved, an advance without 
precedent since the invention of the alphabet. Like twelfth 
century printing, it was a cause of wonder to the uninstructed. 
Mr. Madan then conducted the visitors through the library, 
directing particular attention to arrangements which had 
remained unchanged since the date of foundation in 1610. 
Twelfth century printing, however, was no surprise to the 
visitors, who, naturally, were all familiar with the first examples 
of the earliest Chinese press, the study of Chinese being a 
ruling passion among modern library assistants. The immense 
underground book-store having been inspected, and warm 
thanks having been expressed to Mr. Madan for his great kind- 
ness, the visitors, passing through the Radcliffe Camera, took 
leave of their witty and delightful guide. A few more minutes 
remained for a farewell glimpse at Magdalen College, and then 
members began to re-assemble for their last meal together. 

It was with very perceptible emotion, that at last, at the 
head of the table, the President rose to address this great 
gathering of members of the Association. The programme of 
the School had now been completed. It had been successful 
beyond all reasonable expectations. It had entailed a great 
deal of labour for the Chairman (Mr. W. Benson Thorne) 
and members of the International Committee. In particular 
Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers, Honorary Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, who had borne a lion’s share, and Mr. John Warner, 
who had seemed to be always counting heads, had rendered 
such services, such valuable and efficient services, that 
he (the President) could scarcely frame any _ suitable 
words of recognition. He could only offer on_ behalf 
of the Association and for himself their deep and simple thanks. 

Mr. Sayers rose to respond, touched by the enthusiasm 
with which the President’s expressions of thanks had been 
received. Mr. Sayers acknowledged that the labour had been 
severe, but his wish, his earnest wish was—that it might all 
be done again. He desired on his part, publicly to tender 
thanks, where they were so richly deserved, to Mr. John Warner. 

The President then thanked Mr. W. Benson Thorne who 
had arranged for the visits to the various libraries, but whose 
native modesty kept him otherwise in the distant background. 

Finally Mr. J. Rutdgers van der Leoff, Librarian, State Lib- 
rary, Haarlem, rose to acknowledge the courtesy of those who 
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had welcomed the Dutch visitors, who would carry home with 
them warm appreciation of their English friends. They might, 
perhaps, recollect a passage in the works of William Shakes- 
peare, in the play of Julius Caesar, which he thought not in- 
appropriate to express their feelings no less than his own: 
“If we do meet again, why, we shall smile ; 
If not, why then this parting was well made.”’ 

So ended the last meal of the Fourth Easter School. 
Enthusiasm had mounted to explosive level. Along the streets 
of Oxford, in the red glow of the setting sun, the famous 
anthem, rising like a leit-motif, the party now returned to the 
station, on the platform gathering to its leaders as veterans 
who contest the colours. The wild free music of its peculiar 
chant now rang beneath the station’s vaulted roof. Swaying 
crowds held back in awe. Even boy scouts betrayed surprise, 
and paused in their epic dream. Enthusiasm was not quenched 
by the fact that the journey back to London was made in separate 
carriages. At Paddington, for some moments more, while good- 
byes were being said, the School still remained a vital and 
organic whole, the leit-motif of its song rising above the 
orchestration of the busy platform. For moments only. 
Quickly its units were drawn into the swift eddies of a bank- 
holiday crowd, later to be outward borne on the ever-moving 
tides of London traffic. The Fourth Easter School of the 
L.A.A. had become a memory.

MUNICIPAL LIBRARIANSHIP: A RATIONAL VIEW.* 
By WixuiaM Po.t.itt, Reference Library, Leeds. 


Among questions which are now occupying the attention 
of municipal librarians and assistants, none seems to be of such 
general interest orof such vital importance as the present 
position, and the probable future, of the librarian and _ the 
members of his staff. Until quite recent years the question was 
scarcely discussed, except by those holding chief positions, and 
the principal conclusions arrived at were (1) that the poorly- 
paid assistant was a necessary evil in municipal library work ; 
(2) that his great hope should be that attention to duty would 
at some period of his life raise him to the position of chief

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librarian; and (3) that until such time as he should become a 
chief his wisest course was to develop a spirit of passive content, 
in the firm belief that in due time he would be called from his 
position of servitude to one of peace and financial security. For 
years these teachings were generally accepted, and little was 
demanded from assistants beyond a knowledge of the ordinary 
routine work. Certain assistants, it is true, forged ahead to 
chief positions, as is the case in every walk of life, but the 
majority were prepared to accept matters as they stood. We 
must not forget, however, that the science of librarianship as 
now understood scarcely existed, and although assistants were 
satisfactorily meeting the demands made upon them, the 
standard required was not very high. 

With the development of the library as a department of 
municipal service, together with the advances in _ library 
economy, there naturally came a demand for higher quali- 
fications in the assistants. Partly in accordance with the 
demand, and partly because ambitious assistants believed that 
it would be one of the surest ways to success, attempts were 
made to conform to the new conditions, but realising that the 
future could only provide a limited number of chief positions 
(and that for those who remained assistants the remuneration 
offered did not justify the demand) enquiries originated as to 
what would be the result of the changing conditions. To remain 
inefficient until conditions improved would have been useless. 
Apart from being a miserable policy in itself, it would not have 
improved their lot, whereas to meet the demands always gave 
them a better chance to secure whatever promotion offered itself. 
Nevertheless, the position became more acute. Increased efh- 
ciency was certainly becoming more general, and as the 
prespects remained substantially the same, it is scarcely sur- 
prising that among all classes of assistants unrest and 
dissatisfaction became strongly evident. Briefly, the whole 
situation forced itself into prominence, and although much has 
been said which has been of value, it must be admitted that the 
greater part has merely been a labouring of arguments 
previously put forward. Those actively interested in the ques- 
tion are practically divided into two parties, and it is doubtful 
if either fairly appreciates the exact position of affairs as they 
affect any case but their own. 

To say that a deadlock has occurred is perhaps an extreme 
view of the situation, but whereas on the one hand we find 
that librarians are inclined to support the conclusions which 
applied in earlier years and to preach a doctrine of patience and 
contentment for the present, with an optimistic faith regarding 
the future—on the other hand we find that the expressed opinions 
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of assistants show a strong strain of discontent with the present 
and pessimism as regards the future. In a broad way these 
two views now hold the field. Librarians contend that condi- 
tions have in every way materially improved since their early 
days, and provided an assistant will make himself competent, 
he need have no fear of the future. Competition is held to be 
essential in the interests of the work, and with the growing im- 
portance of the public library as a social factor the future holds 
out brighter hopes than ever before in our history. Against this 
assistants argue that as a life-work librarianship holds out no 
prospects for the body of assistants. For the few who will 
become chiefs there will be scores doomed to life-long service 
as assistants, and as there are not now so many suitable 
positions open to competition, the profession must inevitably 
(with the passing of time) become choked with well-qualified 
men, who will be compelled to remain in subordinate and poorly- 
paid positions. This has led to discussions of the problem 
of the junior assistant, and to attempts to solve the problem of 
what is the best policy with regard to capable juniors who enter 
library work, only to find after a few years they could scarcely 
have turned their energies into a less satisfactory channel. In 
addition, it is said that librarianship will never make much 
headway in public esteem until we can provide better equipped 
counter assistants, and this is impossible with the salaries now 
offered. 

Among these conflicting views, and the resulting confusion, 
assistants scarcely know what to think or what action to take. 
They are told by one party that if they will systematically 
improve their professional equipment their reward is certain, 
whereas another party counsels them to leave the profession 
as soon as opportunity arises. As assistants, our own ranks 
are divided on the question. Individually we desire the best 
remuneration we can secure, and collectively we wish to see 
the whole profession on a higher standing, but although we have 
all the same ends in view, our Association includes representa- 
tives of both the extreme views now prevailing, together with 
a large number who hold views of varying shades of moderation. 

It will have been noticed that my subject is given as 
** Municipal librarianship: a rational view,’’ and it may have 
seemed to some of you a rather ambitious title. My aim, 
however, is not to offer an ideal solution to all our difficulties ; 
not to join in an unqualified optimism, nor approach the subject 
with an equally unreasonable pessimism, but to try to examine 
the position as it stands, so that each one may be in a position 
to form his or her own conclusions. 

First of all, it may not be out of place to remind ourselves 
of the evolution of the municipal librarian. It will be sufficient 
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for our purpose to say that he has passed through two stages, 
firstly as the guardian, and secondly as the showman of the 
books in his care. He is now passing into the third stage, 
that of guide and interpreter of the volumes over which he has 
charge. In the first stage he was more of a caretaker, and his 
labour was usually quite unskilled. Naturally, his remuneration 
was in proportion to his standing, and rather low. When he 
entered the second stage and made efforts to show readers what 
books his library really contained, the idea began to take root 
that certain qualifications were essential in one filling the posi- 
tion of librarian. His standing improved, but the assistants 
still remained in the background as a necessary but unimportant 
aid. Chiefly on account of improvements in the library service, 
it is now generally admitted that librarianship is a definite 
science, and (although financially the position rarely receives 
treatment equal to that meted out to the heads of other municipal 
departments) there is no cause for immediate alarm in the case 
of the chief positions. The assistant, unfortunately, has not 
progressed with equal rapidity, and even yet in the lay mind 
there is not the slightest idea that qualifications of a high and 
exacting nature are demanded from assistants holding senior 
positions in our larger libraries. To the average citizen a 
library assistant is nothing more than a counter assistant in a 
literary storehouse, whose duty is to hand books over a counter 
as called for. If he troubled to think of the matter at all he 
could not possibly help realising that some advanced organisa- 
tion was necessary for the quickness and certainty of our service, 
even if he did not understand the nature of it. It is unaccount- 
able, but nevertheless the fact remains, that although the 
position of chief librarian has gradually reached a higher level 
in the public esteem, the assistant has not yet been granted a 
standard proportionately high, although the increased efficiency 
demanded, inside the profession, has been solely from the 
assistant. 

When viewed in relation to the librarian our progress leaves 
much to be desired, but it must not be inferred that we have 
been altogether marking time. During the last few years 
there has been a decided improvement in a number of library 
centres, and the tendency is that it will be much more general. 
True, it is slow, but (we can safely say) beyond question. The 
publication of the L.A.A. ‘‘ Report on the hours, salaries, train- 
ing, and conditions of service’’ in June, 1911, has done more 
good for assistants as a body than could easily be estimated, 
and librarians and library authorities are not slow to follow 
each other when once a lead is given. Not only are young 
librarians of a newer school setting the pace in this direction, 
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but in common fairness it must be admitted that a number of 
the older librarians are just as keenly intent on improving the 
lot of the assistant, and are conscientiously doing all in their 
power in this direction. The spirit of progress is spreading 
itself, and places now backward in the matter of salaries will 
almost be compelled to conform to the improving conditions. A > 
significant fact at the present time is, that the professional 
standing of a chief librarian is generally indicated by the quali- 
fications of his staff and the remuneration they receive. With 
one or two notable exceptions, the highest-paid library staffs are 
those governed by the most advanced chiefs, and the more 
advanced the chief the better the conditions of service under 
him— in itself a convincing sign of the times.

There 
was a good attendance, and prior to the meeting members were entertained > 
to tea at the Pavilion Creamery by Mr. Ernest Male, Chairman of the 
Branch. Mr. Henry D. Roberts (Hon. President) presided over the meet- 
ing, and in a few introductory words extended a hearty welcome to the 
members. Papers were then read on ‘* Should newsrooms be abolished?” 
Miss W. Barnwell (Worthing) taking the affirmative view, while Miss M. 
Payne (Worthing), voiced the negative aspect of the question. Both papers 
were excellent summaries of the arguments for and against the subject, 
and provided plenty of material for debate. Those taking part in the 
discussion included Messrs. Law, Male, Wilson, Webb, Piper, the Misses 
Young and Fairweather, and the Chairman. Mr. H. Mew (Sub-librarian, 
Hove) followed with an admirable paper on ‘* The kinematograph in 
relation to public libraries and education,’ in which he showed that the 
kinematograph could be of great educational value, and urged the use of 
films in connection with library lectures and children’s rooms. A _ useful 
discussion was upheld by Messrs. Wilson, Male, Piper, Webb, and the 
Misses Fairweather and Leaper, and the Chairman. 

During the evening the Chairman presented the prizes, kindly given 
by himself, to the winners, Mr. R. E. Smither and Miss M. M. Barnett, 
both of Brighton. Mr. Roberts also intimated that he would be pleased 
to provide another prize for competition during the ensuing year. 

The usual votes of thanks were passed and brought to a close a very ? 
successful meeting.

The Officers and Council submit their report on the work 
of the 19th session. 

Membership.—There has been a larger increase in mem- 
bership during the year than in any previous year. The figures 
are as follows :—

This represents an increase of 95, as compared with the figures 
of the previous year. 

Officers.—At the close of this session the President, Mr. 
Henry T. Coutts, concludes his second year of office, and now 
retires. The Council wishes to place on record its appreciation 
of the sound and unstinting service rendered to the Association 
by the retiring President. Mr. Norman Treliving has held the 
office of Vice-President during the year with distinction. There 
have been no changes amongst the general officers of the 
Association. 

Honorary Fellows.—In February the Council unanimously 
elected the late Mr. James Duff Brown to the roll of Honorary 
Fellows. It is with intense regret that the Council records that 
Mr. Brown died before he received information of this action. 

Finance.—The income of the Association continues to be 
satisfactory, as is shown in appendix 3. During the year 
the Council has been able to embark on larger propaganda 
work, on strengthening the library, and on various other 
activities. 

Annual donations have been received from Miss D. Ballen, 
and Messrs. H. T. Coutts, H. V. Hopwood, and H. Smith. 

As usual the Council has to acknowledge the signal way 
in which the Honorary Treasurer, Mr. W. George Chambers, 
advises the Association in financial matters. 

Education Committee.—The programme of the session, 
which was again organised by Mr. W. Benson Thorne, has

proved one of the most successful in the history of the Associa- 
tion, and has been carried through without variation. 

The session included visits to the Royal Society of Medicine, 
the Public Record Office, Dr. Williams’s Library, and the 
Public Libraries of Islington, Hammersmith, Fulham, Kingston- 
upon-Thames, and Leeds. There was also a demonstration in 
book-production and illustration, arranged by Mr. R. A, 
Peddie, at S. Bride Institute and the Bolt Court School. The 
inaugural address was delivered by Mr. E. Wyndham Hulme, 
B.A., the Librarian of the Patent Office, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Bernard Kettle, Librarian of the Guildhall. 

Throughout the year the discussions have been on a high 
level, but the Council feels that the junior assistant in and about 
London does not take the active interest he might in the debates. 
It has been impossible for the Council to recommend any one 
associate for the prizes in debate, which have been offered 
during the past few years. 

Publications Committee.—The Library Assistant has 
appeared regularly and punctually under the enthusiastic editor- 
ship of Mr. Harry G. Sureties, whose efforts have been ably 
seconded by Mr. G. R. Bolton, the Honorary Assistant Editor. 
The Council regrets that ill-health has incapacitated the Editor 
somewhat towards the end of the year, and expresses the hope 
that he will receive a speedy return to complete health. Special 
credit is due to Mr. Bolton for editing the journal during the 
illness of the Editor. A new number (No. 5) has been added 
to the L.A.A. series in the form of Mr. E. Wyndham Hulme’s 
address: Ideals, Old and New: An Address to Young 
Librarians. The Council acknowledges Mr. Hulme’s kindness 
in presenting this valuable paper to the Association. The 
demand for the remaining numbers of the series continues to be 
good, and numbers 2 and 4 are nearly out of print. The Council 
is indebted to Mr. W. G. Hawkins for storing the stock of 
The Library Assistant. 

International Committee.—In former years the International 
Easter Schools have been held abroad. This year it was desired 
to return the kindness received in these Schools by arranging 
the Fourth Easter School in London, and by inviting foreign 
librarians and assistants to attend. Accordingly the School was 
held in London from April 10th to 13th, with a visit to Oxford 
on Easter Monday. The headquarters were the Thackeray 
Hotel, opposite the British Museum; visits were paid to the 
Westminster and Fulham Public Libraries, and to the British 
Museum and Bodleian Libraries ; the Library Association gave a 
special reception on Saturday, April 11th, at which the Chair- 
man of its Council presided; a visit was paid to the Tower of 
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London, and to various buildings of public interest in London ; 
a driving tour of London was made; and an afternoon was spent 
at Kew Gardens. The membership of the school totalled over 
one hundred, including prominent librarians and assistants from 
Germany, Holland, Norway, and the United States, while all 
the Branches of the Association were represented. The Com- 
mittee regrets that none of the French speaking countries were 
represented. As in previous years the School was organised by 
the Honorary Secretary, the visits to libraries were arranged 
by Mr. W. Benson Thorne, and the financial arrangements were 
undertaken with complete success by Mr. John Warner. The 
Council regards the School as one of the most successful that 
has yet been held, and it believes that the Association is opening 
a field of wide interest and importance for future librarians in 
bringing about this intercommunication between members of the 
profession throughout Europe. 

The thanks of the Association are due to the Library 
Association, and to the various librarians and other ladies and 
gentlemen who provided hospitality and who devoted time to 
making the great success which attended the Fourth Easter 
School. 

Fifth Easter School.—The Council has resolved provision- 
ally that the Fifth Easter School shall be held at Antwerp, with 
visits to Brussels and other Belgian cities. 

The financial result of the above three schools has been 
sufficiently good to warrant the Council’s action in establishing 
two scholarships to be won by members of the Association for 
the Fifth Easter School; of these particulars will be announced 
later. 

International School Prizes.—As in the previous year, Mr. 
J. Y. W. MacAlister generously offered prizes for the best 
essays in connexion with the Third International School. It 
is with regret that the Council reports that only one essay was 
received. This, however, was considered by Mr. MacAlister 
to be excellent, and the first prize of Three Guineas was there- 
fore awarded to its writer, Mr. H. A. Sharp, of the Croydon 
Public Libraries. 

The Library Committee.—29 volumes and 26 pamphlets 
have been added to the stock, which now totals 415 books and 
379 pamphlets, in all 794 items. The issues for the year, which 
were mainly to provincial assistants, were 91 volumes, as com- 
pared with 52 during the previous year. 19 volumes have been 
bound. Donations are gratefully acknowledged from Messrs. 
W. Powell, O. Hudson, C. F. Newcombe, T. Koch, A. C. Piper, 
and M. Mash. 10 volumes have been acquired by purchase. 

A feature of the year has been the publication by the Library 
Association of The Union Class-List of the Libraries af the 
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Library and Library Assistants’ Associations, which incorporates 
the entries for all the books in the two professional Associations’ 
Libraries. The entries for the L.A.A. were made by the Hon. 
Librarian, Miss Olive E. Clarke, and the work was edited by 
Mr. E. Wyndham Hulme. Although the production of the 
catalogue was expensive, the Library Association decided that 
its selling price should be 6d., to meet the needs of the younger 
library assistants. In spite of this concession it is regrettable 
that the sale of copies has been small. The Council is of opinion 
that every library assistant should possess a personal copy of 
this catalogue. The thanks of the Council are due to Miss 
Clarke for her valuable services. 

Propaganda Committee.—During the year the Propaganda 
Committee has each month circularized all library assistants 
within reasonable distance of London, with post-card notices of 
the general meetings of the Association. 

The increasing number of women assistants in libraries 
pointed to the desirability of drawing their attention to the work 
of the Association and the necessity of professional qualifications. 
A Sub-Committee of Women Librarians and Assistants was 
accordingly appointed by the Council in October, 1913, to 
consider the subject. A list, as complete as possible, was com- 
piled by the Sub-Committee of all women assistants not 
members of the Association. To the six hundred and twenty- 
cight persons on the list was sent a circular letter ; seventy-two 
replies were received. Each reply was answered personally, and 
a special Conversazione was held at the Islington Central 
Library on April 30th, 1914. Organisers have been appointed 
in various parts of the country; meetings have been held and 
an earnest endeavour made to awaken enthusiasm among women 
assistants generally in the larger issues of the profession. Much 
interesting information has been received regarding the hours 
and salaries of provincial assistants, and the position of women 
in library work. It is confidently expected that lasting good 
will result from the work of the Sub-Committee, which is doing 
its work under the chairmanship of Miss Frost, the Honorary 
Secretaries being Misses O. E. Clarke and M. Gilbert. 

Press Committee.—This Committee has continued, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. H. R. Peters, to report the meetings 
and activities of the Association in as many professional, 
municipal, and general journals as have been willing to insert 
notices. 

Branches.—At a special general meeting of the Association 
on November 12th, 1913, it was resolved that the Branch con- 
tribution to the general association for every associate be 
ls. 6d., instead of 2s. as heretofore.

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A meeting of unusual character preceded the Annual Meeting 
at Nottingham, on June 17th, 1913, when the Council and the 
members of the Branch Committees met to consider the general 
policy of the Association. As an outcome of the meeting it was 
resolved that resolutions passed by Branch Associations affect- 
ing the public policy of the Association generally should be 
submitted to the Council for confirmation before action be taken. 
This resolution was subject to later reconsideration and report by 
the Branch Committees and Council. 

The outstanding feature of the year was the establishment 
of the Central Irish Branch, which received a constitution from 
the Council on December 10th, 1913. The Branch, which has 
its headquarters in Dublin, owes its existence largely to the 
efforts of Mr. Thomas H. Evans, of the National Library of 
Ireland. It has held valuable and interesting meetings, and has 
been fortunate in securing Mr. Thomas W. Lyster, M.A., the 
National Librarian of Ireland, as its President. The best wishes 
of the Council go to the new Branch for its continued and 
increasing success. 

In the Yorkshire Branch, Mr. Norman Treliving has been 
succeeded by Mr. R. W. Parsons, of Bradford, as Honorary 
Secretary. The Council recorded a special vote of thanks to 
Mr. Treliving for his services. 

In the North Eastern Branch, after a period of most suc- 
cessful service, Mr. William Wilson retired from the office of 
Chairman. He has been succeeded by Mr. W. H. Gibson, of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

In the South Coast Branch prizes were awarded by Mr. 
Councillor J. C. Wright, of Eastbourne, for the best essays on 
** Modern Poetry,’’ to Miss E. Gerard, of Worthing, and Miss 
M. Barnett, of Brighton; and also by Mr. H. D. Roberts, for 
the best essays on ‘‘ Library Co-operation,’’ or ‘‘ Suggestions 
for Making Public Libraries of Increased Assistance to the 
Community,’’ to Miss M. Barnett and Mr. R. E. Smither, of 
Brighton. To Messrs. Wright and Roberts the Council offers 
cordial thanks. 

The President visited the Yorkshire Branch as delegate of 
the Council to its Sixth Annual Meeting on January 29th, 1914; 
and the Honorary Secretary visited the Midland Branch on 
March 12th, 1914. 

The Council recognises that it has not mentioned specific- 
ally the many activities of the Branches, but the Council is well 
aware of the importance of the Branch work, and congratulates 
itself upon the endeavours of its colleagues ‘throughout the 
kingdom. 

Annual Meetings.—The Eighteenth Annual Meeting, June 
17th, 1913, was experimental, in that it was held in a provincial 
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city. Although not largely attended in comparison with annual 
meetings held in London, the Council feels that the holding of 
the meeting was thoroughly justified, and acknowledges with 
thanks the hospitality of Mr. J. Potter Briscoe and others at 
Nottingham, who helped to make the meeting a success from 
the social point of view. At this meeting it was resolved that 
the number of Honorary Fellows be limited to 25. The meeting 
also gave opportunities for the discussion of certain complaints 
as to the conduct of the Library Association examinations, 
and for a resolution asking the Library Association to institute 
half yearly examinations. The success of the Nottingham meet- 
ing led the Council to accept the invitation of the Yorkshire 
Branch to hold the Nineteenth Annual Meeting at Leeds. 

General.—The policy of the Association in general remains 
the same as in previous years. Fortunately the Council has 
not had to protest against any public injustice to the profession 
in the year under review. The Council has urged its members 
to approach their local Members of Parliament with a view to 
securing support to the Libraries Bill which is now being 
introduced into the House of Commons; it urges all assistants 
who have not so approached their members to undertake this. 

The Council had under consideration the difficult case of 
a woman assistant alleged to have been dismissed from her library 
for wearing a dress which the Chief Librarian considered to be 
unsuitable for library work. ‘The refusal of the Librarian to 
afford any information upon the subject made it impossible for 
the Council to consider the whole merits of the case. The 
Council, however, affirmed the right of any assistant 
to wear whatever clothes he or she pleases, provided that they 
are respectable and in some measure in keeping. 

The Council, at the request of the North Eastern Branch and 
after much consideration, asked the Library Association to con- 
sider the establishment of an examination in English, to be 
undertaken by library assistants before entering for the pro- 
fessional examinations. The Oxford or Cambridge Senior Local, 
or any equivalent certificate, was suggested as the basis for such 
an examination. 

Promotions.—The Council congratulates the following 
members upon their promotion during the year: Mr. E. J. Bell, 
late of Fulham (Librarian, Christchurch Public Library, New 
Zealand) ; Mr. W. Bramley Coupland (Librarian, Burnley) ; 
Mr. R. Lillie (Librarian, Gateshead); Mr. R. F. Bullen, 
(Deputy-Librarian, Poplar); Mr. R. B. Wood (Deputy- 
Librarian, Westminster) ; Mr. A. R. Anderson (Sub-Librarian, 
Johannesburg, S.A.) ; Mr. H. W. Checketts (Librarian, Con- 
stitution Hill Branch, Birmingham); Mr. Harry Grindle 
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(Librarian, Central Lending Library, Birmingham) ; and Miss 
R. L. Duménil (Librarian, Clapton Branch, Hackney). Many 
other members have received promotion, and to these the 
Council offers congratulations and wishes them a continuance 
of their success. 

The Library Association.—The cordial relations between 
ourselves and the Library Association have been shown by the 
publication of the joint library catalogue, and by the reception 
on April 11th, to which references have been made already. The 
Council of the senior Association has shown an_ increasing 
interest in the welfare of assistants, and has been willing to 
consider suggestions by this Association for the improvement 
of its examination syllabus. 

The Honorary Secretary was re-elected to the Library 
Association Council, and has been appointed an Examiner. 

It is interesting to note that Messrs. H. A. Sharp, J. D. 
Stewart, and T. E. Turnbull are conductors of Library Asso- 
ciation Correspondence Classes. 

Obituary.—The Council has to deplore the death during 
the year of Mr. A. H. Carter, who was one of the original 
members of the Association, was its Chairman for the two years 
1896-8, and from 1895-1912 was its kindly and devoted lib- 
rarian. Another great loss to librarianship was caused by the 
death of Mr. James Duff Brown, who amongst his many 
interests included a keen appreciation of the Association and a 
deep sympathy with its aims; in fact Mr. Brown drafted the 
first constitution of the Association. Mr. Thomas Mason, 
formerly chief librarian of St. Martin’s, Westminster, was a 
valued helper in the early years of the Association 
who died during the year. By the death of Mr. Percy 
Lundie was lost a promising colleague of much personal 
charm. Not so intimately connected with the Association, but 
men of great influence and value in the profession were Mr. F. J. 
Burgoyne and Mr. H. E. Johnston, for whose passing the 
Council shares the general regret. 

Acknowledgments.—The thanks of the Council are due and 
are hereby tendered to the Authorities who have given accom- 
modation to the Association during the year, to the ladies and 
gentlemen who have presided over and have read papers at the 
meetings, and particularly to the Governors of the Bishopsgate 
and Cripplegate Institutes for placing rooms at the service of 
the Council.
